Vancouver, Sept, 9.—One of the 
worst race riots in the history of 
Canada occurred here last night and 
early this morning. 
en are under arrest, and,a dozen per- 
sons are so badly injured that they 
are fit subjects for the hospital. The 
primary motive of the disorder was a 
demonstration of labor people against 
Lieut:-Governor Dunsmuir, and it 
rapidly developed into an attempt to 
demolist Chinatown and the Jap- 
anese quarters. The trouble started 
when the proceedings had ended at 
the city hall. The purpose of the 
meeting there was to bring to the av- 
tention of the federal government 
the need of stopping altogether the 
Oriental immigration. ‘Long before 
the parade reached the meeting place 
the auditorium was crowded to over- 
flowing and it was to find entertain- 
ment for itself that the overfiow 
meeting of seven or eight thousand 
strong sought the diversion of clean- 
ing out Chinatown. 

But before this occurred, trey burn- 
ed the efligy of the Lieut.-Governor. 
None too popular at any time with 
the labor people, the representative of 
King Edward in British Columbia 
brought himself into particular dis- 
favor with the working men at the 
Jast session of, legislature by declin- 
ing to assent to the anti-Japanese 
legislation. The effigy of the gover- 
nor burned brightly and tke crowd 
cheered lustily. Westminster A'venue 
in both directions was one mass of 
straining and yelling humanity, and 
from, side streets the crowd contin- 
ued to pour in, 

Then came A. E. Fowler, secretary 
of the Anti-Asiatic league of Seattle, 
who told the crowd how the Hindus 
had been driven out of Bellingham. 
In five minutes the crowd was wreck- 
img ail that was movable and break- 
able in Chinatown. In the meantime 
@ series‘of resolutions were carried at 
the meeting indoors. 

Down in Chinatown the Orientals 
took to the woods, some hid in cell- 
ars, others went out on the roofs, 
and in all cases the doors were lock- 
ed and blinds drawn. The new China- 


As a result sev- 


town is a brick, stone and plate- 
glass afiair. Bricks and rock did 
frightful havoc with the fronts of 


these handsome buildings. Chief of 
Police Chamberlain ,called out the fire 
brigade with the intention of turn- 
ing the hose on the mob, but he was 
afraid to do’ this for fear-that in re- 
venge the rioters would burn China- 
town. As a matter of fact this was 
attempted on several occasions, but 
none of the fires amounted to any- 
thimg. Finally a big hook and lad- 
der truck was thrown across Carroll 
St., at Wood’s Hole and the crowd 
kept behind this. 

Following the burning of the lieut.- 
Governor in effigy in front of the 
city hall were the wildest scenes ever 
witnessed in Western Canada. The 
police were powerless, being ,unable to 
collect the mob. They had actually 
to appeal to the Japanese to merely 
resist attacks on themselves and their 
property rather than ‘to go on the 
street and fight openly. 

Hundreds of the Mikado’s subjects 
Kad come to town 
to witaess ‘the parade and demon- 
stration of the evening. They were 
watching for a battle in the streets,

which if it had oceurred, would prob- 
ably have resulted in many fatalities, 
but in only one case did they make 
a determined fight and then they put 
the rioters to flight.

|The Japanese pursued, and the white 
}men fled, only to take up the fight in| 
j}another place, where the little brown 
enemy were not nearly so well .or-! 
ganized, 

The Japanese had been’ well pre- | 
pared for this street corner attack. | 
They used broken bottles to perfec- | 
tion. Grasping in his hand the neck 
of a broken bottle, one Japanese 
would jab it into the face or body 
of the nearest rioter, and many 
wounds were inflicted by this system 
of warfare. ~Knives were usted in this 
fight too. 'Two white men were so 
badly injured that they had to be 
earried away by the crowd. 

Up to this time not a single arrest 
had been made, but at two o’clock 
the crowd had begun to become thin- 
ner in places, and one by one seven 
rioters were gathered in. But even 
then the police had literally to fight 
with their captives’ friends every step 
of the way to the station, which 
stands only two blocks away from 
the Japanese district. Early in the 
evening thé police did not have a 
chance to make an arrest. As _ often 
as a rioter was laid hold of for heav- 
ing a brick through a ‘window or as- 
saulting @ Chinaman three or four 
of his comrades: would rush forward 
and snatch the arrested man from 
the policeman.

Ottawa, Sept. 9,—The. general .opin- 
ion in official circles is that Canada 
will have to pay the cost and apolo- 
gize to Japan for the damage caused 
by tke rowdies at Vancouver to the 
property of the Japanese in that 
city. It is regretted that the out- 
break took place at a time when the 
Japanese immigration question was 
all but solved between the govern- 
yuents of Canada and Japan. Those 
/who are responsible for the destruc- 
tion of property will no doubt be 
prosecuted. It is also thought here 
that there has been too much strong 
talk by the advocates of the Japan- 
‘ese aswell as those who are oppos- 
ed to the Japanese as‘laborers. Hon, 
R. W. Scott, secretary of state, being 
limterviewed said that the treaty be- 
tween Canada and Japan, as ratified 
by tke Canadian parliament at its 
last session, was perfectly clear as to 
the rights of the Japanese in Can- 
ada: The treaty says: ‘‘The sub- 
of the two high con- 
tracting parties shall have full lib- 
erty,to enter, travel or reside in any 
part of the dominion or possessions 
of the other contracting party and 
shall enjoy full and perfect protec- 
tion for their persons and property.’’ 

The Dominion government has made 
good progress in the direction of 
making an. amicable arrangement 
with Japan restricting Japanese im- 
migration to about five -+bundred ar- 
rivals in Canada in one year, no 
matter where they come from and it 
is hoped here that the disturbance
